Paddy Johnson, 45, B&O section

Johnson had started his vacation

Sheriff Orland Hays, who, with 
the Coroner Dr. N. M. Reiff, visit­ 
ed the scene soon after the dis­ 
covery was made, expressed the

struck while sitting on the tracks 
near the m ain crossing in M il­ 
ledgeville. HLs body, partly dis­ 
membered, was carried nearly 350 
feet down the tracks.

Ball Games and W hat They Mean Here 


Laff-A-Day 
Fayette County Years Ago 
Grab Bag 


No w that baseball, and its first co usin, 
so ftball, are no w the center 
o f 
summer 
spo rts here, we wander ho w many o f the 
mo re than 200 men and bo y s in o rganized 
play ev er giv e a tho ught to its o rigin o r 
changes that hav e been made thro ugh the 
y ears. 
These ball games are an impo rtant part 
o f the life o f this co mmunity , just as they 
are in o ther ty pical American co mmunities, 
as the great natio nal pastime. 
Here in Fay ette Co unty , there are fo ur 
league teams play ing 
baseball—two 
in 
Washingto n C. H.. o ne in Go o d Ho pe and 
o ne in Jefferso nv ille. 
Fo r so ftball there are eight teams o f men 
in the Recreatio n League that takes the 
field at night and half a sco re o f teams 
made up o f 
y o un g s t e r s who play during 
the day . 
These ball games no t o nly pro v ide spo rt 
fo r the play ers, but 
relaxatio n and a 
v alv e fo r hundreds o f spectato rs, bo th men 
and wo men, to “let o ff steam. 
Its a grand spo rt and we hav e o ur fo re­ 
bearers to thank fo r it. 
If y o u want to get a new light o n a fa­ 
miliar subject, read what o utsider1* hav e to 
say abo ut it. A fo llo wer o f baseball, tracing 
the early dev elo pment o f the spo rt, chanced 
to read the acco unt in the ninth editio n o f 
the Ency clo paedia Britannica, published in 
the sev enties and lo ng a familiar sight in 
American priv ate libraries. Britannica, no w 
an American pro duct, was then published 
in England. 
One 
interesting 
piece 
o f 
info rmatio n 
emerged. Acco rding to the British writer, 
the game was play ed with ten men o n a 
side, the tenth being kno wn as the right- 
sho rtsto p, who play ed between first base 
and seco nd. (This still go es fo r so ftball). 
Reco urse to histo ries o f the game sho w that 
this inno v atio n was actually made in 1874. 
but was abando ned quickly . 


Ho w did baseball impress the English­ 
man? Said he: 
“The drawback is so much being left to 
the umpire, and his decisio n being so fre­ 
quently called fo r. Hardly a ball is pitched 
o r struck, o r a base run witho ut his being 
called o n fo r a decisio n, whereas the details 
o f the game sho uld be so plain and clear as 
o nly to call fo r an umpire’s decisio n under 
exceptio nal circumstances.” 
There fo llo ws an esthetic co mment. 
“The attitude o f the striker is no t an ele­ 
gant o ne, and the pitcher is allo wed to keep 
the fo rmers’ 
muscles 
to o 
lo ng o n 
the 
stretch befo re actually deliv ering the ball.” 
Ho wev er, there are so me go o d features: 
“Baseball is quicker and a mo re liv ely 
pastime than the great English natio nal 
game o f cricket.” 


N ew Truths 
And 
Old 


“I hav e nev er felt the need o f any o ther 
ideas than tho se in which I was so aked fro m 
birth o nwards. Thanks to them I hav e al­ 
way s had a perfect kno wledge o f what was 
truth”. 
These appalling wo rds by the French es­ 
say ist, Maurice Barres, might hav e been 
uttered in the United States. In fact, while 
they may no t be so frank in admitting that 
their minds are shut to new ideas, perso ns 
just as hidebo und as Barres are to be fo und 
o n ev ery street. 
While there are many o ld truths which 
are indeed “eternal v erities,” truth is nev er 
necessarily at o dds with new ideas.

W HEN tha heart beco mes un­ 
equal to its task o f keeping the cir­ 
culatio n go ing, the co nditio n kno wn 
as heart failure results. An unusu­ 
ally faithful o rgan, the heart, ev en 
in these circumstances, do es no t 
fail fro m lack o f effo rt. On the o ther 
hand, if neglected, it beats mo re 
rapidly than ev er to make up fo r 
it* feebleness anti finally wears it­ 
self o ut co mpletely in a wild series 
o f ineffectiv e fluttering* if help is 
no t quickly giv en. 
Measures to aid the failing heart 
usually co nsist o f rest, diet, admin­ 
istratio n o f the drug kno wn as digi­ 
talis, which alo w* and strengthens 
the heart beat, and diuretics to in­ 
crease 
the eliminatio n o f 
fluids 
thro ugh the kidney s. 


Rest Essential 
Ev en tho ugh rest is essential, it* 
is no t a go o d idea to keep the patient 
ly ing do wn, except during an attack, 
because this may allo w fluid to co l­ 
lect in the lungs. A sitting po sitio n 
no t o nly makes the patient mo re 
co mfo rtable but puts less demand 
o n the circulatio n. 
The patient with heart failure is 
o ften sho rt o f breath. Breathing 
o xy gen reliev es the strain and o v er­ 
co mes this sy mpto m. In so me cases 
it is necessary to giv e mo rphine be­ 
cause it reliev es anxiety , relaxes 
spasm, and reduces the hazards and 
effects o f sho rtness o f breath. Of 
co urse, a drug o f this ty pe must be 
carefully emplo y ed in the pro per 
do sage and administered o nly by 
the do cto r. 


W hether o r no t digitalis sho uld be 
used must be determined by the 
do cto r. There are also certain o ther 
drugs, such 
as tho se co ntaining 
mercury , which speed up the actio n 
o f the kidney s and thus aid in the 
eliminatio n o f fluids. Just which o f 
these preparatio ns sho uld be em ­ 
plo y ed and ho w o ften depends o n the 
sev erity o f the co nditio n. 


Vario us Dicta 
Vario us ty pes o f diets hav e been 
used. Fo r example, o ne suggested 
is six glassfuls o f milk daily with 
to ast, fo r a week o r two . It wo uld 
seem that a diet o f this ty pe speeds 
up the eliminatio n o f fluids thro ugh 
the kidney s. 
O ther diets emplo y ed are lo w in 
salt and are either neutral o r acid 
ash fo rming. This ty pe o f diet also 
is used to aid in the eliminatio n o f 
fluid. It is necessary to giy e the pa­ 
tient eno ugh fluids to satisfy the 
no rmal bo dy needs but an excess 
sho uld be av o ided. 
Pro m pt treatm ent o f heart fail­ 
ure is im po rtant in o rder to pro lo ng 
the patient’s life. 


Q UESTION S ANI) ANSW ERS 
D. E. M.: I hav e been to ld th a t 
diabetes is incurable, lf so , in w hat 
way can a phy sician be o f any use? 
A nswer: It is true th at there has 
been no cure fo r diabetes disco v ered 
up to the present. Ho wev er, with 
pro per treatm ent, including the use 
o f insulin and diet, taken under the 
directio n o f the phy sician, the dis­ 
ease can be kept under co ntro l. 
Failure to hav e pro per treatmerrt 
may result fatally .

Unemployment

and the seasonal trek to the farms. 
Corporate earnings are sliding 
from their peak in the last quarter 
of 1948, but are still about as high 
as this time last year.
